It relates to an incident of 
tho lato civil war, and tlicrc is a snug 
little sum of prize money in it for tlio sur- 
vivors of the prize crew referred to. Ex- 
engineer .Moyles, who inserted tho adver- 
tisement, says that tho sum to be divided, 
about §400,000, has been waiting for 
claimants for tho last 30 years. The Peter 
Hoff was a British merchantBteamer,which 
was captured by tho U.S. cruiser Vander- 
bilt on February 6, 18G3, while attempting 
to run the blooltade of one of the Southern 
ports. Jloyles was second assistant engineer 
of tlic • Vaiiderbilt, and was cliief engineer 
of tho prize crew, consisting of a guard cf 
14 men, under Captain Nathan Lewis, 
which was put aboard to take her to New 
York, She was there condemned, and tho 
vessel and cargo were sold. The prizo 
money amounted to 5t,,''i(JO,()00. Some of 
this was paid out, but, according to Moyles, 
the greater part of it was retained by the

ber of the prize crew have ainco died, but 
tho survivors, Moylea claims, are entitled 
to the rest of the money.

Metropolitan Bishop of . ' Canada is dy ing. 
The Most Rev. John Medley, Bis liop of 
Frcdcricton, was horn in England in 1804, 
was graduated in honors at Wadham Col- 
lei;e, Oxford, in IS'.'C, and ^L A, in 1830. 
For Boveral yeura ho was vicar of St. 
Thomas, Exeter, and Prebendary of 
that Catljedral. In 1845 ho was conse- 
crated first Bishop of Fredericton, which 
dioceao includes tho whole Province of New 
Brunswick. In IHGi the degree of D. I), 
was conferred upon bim, and in 1870, on 
tho retirement of Bishop Oxendeii, Ui.shop 
of Montreal, who united with his Episcopal 
titio that of Metropolitan of Canada, ho 
was, as the senior bishop, elected by both 
Houses of Synod, to the Metropolitical seat, 
Montreal thus losing the primacy which 
hud boen supposed by many to have 
attached to it. No doubt, in tho next

Crops in all parts of the province promise 
well. Reports have been published from 

time to time of tlie outlook in the upper 
country, and during the last few weeks Mr. 
E. Ilutchcrson, of Laducr'a Landing, lias 
Icen muUing 11 tour of the Fraser valley, bo 
that ho is in a position to spoak of tho pros- 
pootafor that septton of tho province. Mr. 
Hntoherson arrived here on Monday niglit, 
and has been busy in the city ever since, 

" Everything points to very fair crops in 
tho portions of the province I have re- 
cently visited," said he, yesterday, to a. 
Coi.o.'.'isT reporter. " The fruit crop will be 
very satisfactory. The apple crop will bo 
for the most part liglit. A good many of tlie 
varieties are subject to tho black fungus, 
though there are somo of the varieties that 
are perfectly free from any spots. Amongst 
these are the Yellow Tranei)iren', Duchess 
of Oldenburg, WeiUtby, Baldwins and 
Golden Russets. These kiuds are clean and 
are yielding a fairly good crop. Pears 
are also a liglit crop, coinp.u-itivoly, 
and a good many vaiielies are spotted. 
Those I have fomul free from the bliijlit are 
Clapps favorite and the Bartlott. I'lunis 
are plentiful and sound. Peaches are a 
light crop io most places, but some e.xcol- 
lent samples^ are to bo had. Where the 
fruit is the largest and most lu.scious there 
aro not many on the trees. Small fruits 
have been u full crop in all parts of tbo 
province. 

" Up in tho Delta and in the Chilliwack 
valley the liay crop has been the largest for 
years and has been well saved. Tho far- 
mers have also a splendid showing from 
their grain, and should the present fine 
weatnor hold out it will all be harvested 
without loss, I suppose that at the present 
time every binder and reaper in tho lower 
Fraser valley is working and the farmers 
aro busy as bees taking in the grain. 

" And now," continued Mr. Hntcherson, 
"I will tell you something about 
the insect pest in various portions 
of tho provincn wlmro fruit c.;! 
turo is carried on extensively. lu tho 
firac place Victoria and New Westininater 
have Buffered ino.st. The reason of tliia in, 
I have no doubt, that a good many liouaus 
with orchards are rented, and for tho most 
part where the trees are iu cliarpo of a ten- 
ant they aro neglected. In the Fraser 
valley, with tlic exception of Nc.v West- 
minster, nearly all the trees are healthy and 
fruit growers arc taking good earo of lliem. 
The only insect that bothers them very 
much in tho green aphis. The proper tiinu 
to treat these trees in Victoria und Now 
Westminster which are diseased or covered 
with ioaects, is the winter, when almost 
any application c;ui bo made without any 
injury lo the tree. During tho coming 
winter a good deal will bo done to have 
cleau orchards next year." 

.Mr. Ilutchcrson, who was recently ap- 
pointed Inspcotor of Pcsta for tho Province 
to look after fruit blights, is going about 
his work systematically and energetically, 
and will have a considerable amount of 
work done during tho coming winter, 
though up to the present) time he has boon 
eo occupied with other duties in connection 
with his position that he has been unable to 
do as much as he has wished.

— Tho composition of 
Gladstone's Government bus caused intense 
diauppointmenb among tho 'radicals. Not a 
single man, excepting John Morley, com- 
monly identiflcd with tho radicals, has been 
appointed a cabinet minister, and 
among the o.\'-cabinet pobta few mem- 
bers of the new set have any but 
tho remotest chance of getting a 
place. Representatives of the old Whiij 
families) and Liberal mediocrilica having 
aristocratic connections, and never associ- 
ated with extreme views, seem to have 
been Mr. Gladatono'a exclusive choice. Tho 
oilicial list, when acanaed at tho National 
Liberal Club, awoke vehement protest. 
Apart from Radical opinion, the Cabinet 
is really composed of eminently re- 
putable men. Mr. Gladstone pre- 
ferred collooting , around bim tried 
colleagues, accustomed to subordina- 
tion, and certain not to deviate into strange 
ways. Probably he will try to strengthen 
his position by oOfering posts to Stuart, tho 
radicil leader of the London county coun- 
cil; Hunter, leader of tho Scotch rad- 
icals; Burb, 13enn and others. Nothing Mr. 
Gladstone can oiler will prevent the Radical 
leaders, immediately upen tho rc-aasembliug 
of tho Commons, shnwing resentment 
at exclusion from oflice. Baron 
Houghton's appointment as vice- 
roy of Ireland amazed even Gladatono'a 
intimate friends, as Houghton ia 
utterly unknown in parliamentary cir- 
cles. Tho Radicals predict that the 
Oovernment cannot luat three months 
uftcr parliament resumes buaincas. 
When Gladstone returned to tho city he was 
warmly greeted. He immediately met the 
new members of the Ministry in conference,

About 
7 o'clock they assaulted the stockade, uiul a 
lively battle proceeded,

ELECTEIC JjIGHTING BY-LAW 



Where and How the Money Proposeit 
to Re Voted Will Eo 
Expeiicled. 



The Lighting Capacity of the Plant \ 
to Be Uade Proportionate 
to the Ai'ca, 



Among other by-laws to bo voted ok 
August 22, ia one known as the Eleotrie . 
Lighting By-low. This proposes to rpise, 

by way of debenture, tho sura of §00,000 
for street illumination, In view of tho fact 
that there are soma people who do not 
know how this inoaoy ia to bo spent, pro- 
viding the by-law is carried, the following in- 
formation will, no doubt, be read .with 
interest. 

Victoria has nevor yet been sufficiently 
lighted, and what is more, the lighting 
capacity of the plant has never been pro- 
portionate to the area. sought to be covered, 
so that the service baa not been as satis- 
factory as could have been obtained bad 
the conditions been otherwise. When the 
system is extended the following changes 
will be made : 

A apacloua fireproof station &nd power 
house will be erected, with new 000 b.p. 
engines and boilers ; 180 additional 2,000 
o,.p. lamps ; 20 - miles of 'new line-; nine 
miles of new poles ; 250 lanip poles,^' hang- 
ings, etc. " ; ' ' ' ' ■ ■ ^ 

It is proposed to rentoTO the high tnasts^, 
with the group lights from tho centre of the 
city. These are now somewhat less orna- 
mental than useful, and not very nmch of 
either, as, owing to the way the 
city has been built up since they were 
erected, the light is not now thrown over 
nearly ao largo an area of street surface, and 
consciiuently does not answer the purpoae 
as well as the shorter ones will. 

Tbo modern ctiuipincnt of the station will 
give a considerable aurplua of driving power 
over what is needed for present require- 
ments — sulliciont indeed to supply all needs 
of tho city for some years. 

Tlio position and location of the lamps 
will bo somewhat as follows : That portion 
of the city botwi'dii .T.nnou V.uy ...p.-i p.ock- 
liiiy and between the harbor and Vancou- 
ver street, will have a lamp at the iuteraec- 
tioD of each street and at the entrance to- ■ 
every ally, and in the centre of long blocks. 
These lights will be run every night during 
the year, irrespective of tho moon's pro- 
gramme, for it has been found that the cnl- ■ 
lerder ia not on all occasions to bo depended 
upon. Moro than this the aystem is to 
bo extended in every direction iu the sub- 
urbs, James Bay, Belcher and upper Fort 
streets, Ferawood road,' Spring Ridge, 
Work Estate and Viotoria West. All these ■ 
latter lights will be operated when needed. 

Besides this, it is proposed to light the 
City Hall, fire balls, jail, market house, 
and all city oflices with electric light. , This 
will effect a saving of the sum .pt about 
32,000 per year. When the new building, 
boilers, engines, etc., are put in, the en- 
gines, etc., now in use will likely be needed 
for tho water pumping department, and 
will, therefore, become an asset of tho elec- 
tric department of any $10,000. 

Little more need be said about the by-law 
at present. TheA3 cannot be two opiniona 
as to the wisdom of llinrougbly lighting the 
sireuta during the dark hours. First-class 
lighting will l)eautify tho city, will aasiat 
the police in the maintenance of order, will 
assist the firo dcpurtmcnt in curtailing loss, 
and will be of great advantage to the busi- - 
ness interests of the city in every way. ■

— A new caae of 
auiEilIpax was discovered top late last niglit 
to secure authentic infonniition for pubjicn- 
tioD. The last victim of the plague is u 
man niiined Nicliolls, wlio arrived from 
Montreal on tho 'iOtli Jaly, and has been 
workinr; at tho C.P.Ii, slioda since tliat 
time. Ho says that on August 12, live 
days ago. and fourteen days from his arrival 
in Vancouver, ho urat felt unwell, and con- 
sulted a doctor three times. Tho doctor 
evidently had no suspicions of the n'vture 
of his complaint, as jjioholls was working 
\ip to last night. He ute a heurty break- 
fast, but was too ill toeot hia dinner. It is 
alleged that he has been working for nearly 
;i week with' smallpox pimples on his 
face. Aa those iu authority in these 
matters have been reticent to the Coloxist 
reporter for the past month, in((uirie3 were 
' made at tho Columbia hotel, where it was 
said tho doctor in atteudanco and one 
•called in consultation said it was not small- 
pox. Dr. Herald waa not notified till tho 
disease was five days old. To his credit, ho 
acted promptly, and ia going to send 
nineteen inmates of tlie hotel where Nicliolls 
boarded to Jioad man's Island, and bum 
tho sick man's eflects. Tho medical man 
•who appeared to be ae strangely ignorant of 
INichoU'a real condition, had had long and 
recent experience -with smallpox patients. 
Tho VanooavBP World remarks, in speaking 
of the oironmstances : "Some one has 
blnndered. It ia too bud that the allrged 
stringent measures here, and the immense 
amount of money expended, should have 
had such little noticeable eETecb ia atampiuc 
out the disease. Who will bo tho next''" 
There are certainly grounds for tho suppo- 
sition that the disease was contracted from 
Chinamen cn route. Query. Where are the 
anspccis, and where have they gone 'i In 
any event, the wisdom of Dr. Davie's ap- 
pointments of competent medical men to 
examine uU incoming and outgoing trains 
'has been practically demonstrated, Dr. 
McGuigan, in this capacity, has already 
used up one thousand blank vaccination 
forms. It is held that the Westminsterauil 
Vancouver trams should be examined. Until 
this big leak ia soldered up, really cfBcient 
measures to atamp.out tho disease may be 
futile.

He has two competent 
divers with him and a diver'a outfit. He 
said he would not talk with reference to tho 
attempt at raising the San Pedro till he 
know what he was talking about.

Hon. Theodore Davie's Reply— Wliy

Oat in Court?

Yon also »e seemingly imuwure or ig- 
nore some importunt points. The Provin- 
cial Health Rules, 1S02, the Supi)lem<;ntary 
Provincial llealth Regulations, 1S92, the 
Dcolaratory and Amemliug Health Kulea, 
1802, all oUimed to bo passed under the 
" Ueallh Act as it appears in the Consoli- 
dated Statutes, 1S8S." I understand you 
are the franier of the above rules. The 
"Health Ael " above mentioned is the 
"Health Ordinanco, 1SG9," wliiuh was 
passed when British Columbia was a Crown 
Colony, and possessed of more extended 
powers in Boma particulars than is now en- 
joyed by the Provincial Executive, the 
tiovernor possessing almost iiutocratio 
power. A general municipal act was un- 
heard of in the colony at tlia time the 
"Health Ordinance" was passed. Victoria 
and Kew Westminster eacli had special 
statutes conferring upon tliem very limitoii 
. and restricted municipal rights. Shortly 
after confederation, when the former 
English colony became a Province of Canada 
ana possessed responsible government, 
• whloh form of governtnent you are sup- 
posed to administer, a general Municipal 
Act was passed and in duo course the legis- 
lature delared that each and'every *' ordin- 
ance " and " act " which was inconsistent 
with or repugnant to the " Munioipal Act " 
was repealed so far as mnnioipalities are 
concerned. The House of Commons of 
Canada aleo declared that the portion 
of the "Health Ordinance, 1869'- which 
related to quarantine matters was also re- 
pealed. 

"The Health Ordtnaace of 1809" is 
thus practically obsolete in most of its 
provisions within the limits of a muni- 
cipality. 

The consolidators of the statutes in 1888 
brought forward the " Health Ordinance, 
1809," in a somewhat modided form, and 
styled it the " Health Act." The portions 
referring to quarantine were eliniiuatod 
but no reference made to the cluiiiges pro- 
duced by the Municipiil Act. In ISSl), 
after the consolidated statues wore printed, 
the legislature once more declared tliat each 
and every act which was inconsistent with 
or repugnant to the "Munioipal Act" was 
repealed so far as municipalities were con- 
cerned. 

This shorn, attenuated, obsolete statute, 
known as the "Health Act," is the one 
upon which you claim to have based your 
action as regards the properly constituted 
municipal authorities in this city, and to 
confer upon you the right to close the ave- 
jaue to the fountain of justice, unless your 
assent be first obtained. 

As I remarked before, the Health Act is 
the statute upon which you claim to base 
your rules ; but section 24, of the Provin- 
cial Health rules, 1892 .(to which you refer 
me, but of which your quotation is only a 
^portion) is not in accord with section 6, of 
the Health Act, and is also inconsistent 
with and repugnant to the Munioipal Act. 

Your rule 27, says : "All expenses in- 
curred by any Provincial Health Odicer or 
Mnnicipal Health Officer or Inspector, and 
within the scope of -hia dntiea, shall be 
borne and paid by the City where such ex- 
penses are incurred," In contra-distinction 
to this, section C, of the Health Act, says 
that the corporation of the city of Tictoria 
shall provide for any expenses incurred or 
officers or servants imploycd by (htin. You 
are seeking, therefore, by yo«r rules to im- 
pose a burden upon the city, which oven 
the shorn, attenuated and obsolete statute 
never contemplated in its first and 
original amplitude. I have said that 
rule 27 is also repugnant to the 
provisions of the "Municipal Act." That 
statute says in effect that a municipal coun- 
cil shall not have the power to incur any 
liability beyond the municipal revenue for 
the current year, unless threo fiftha of thoao 
persons who are assessed for real propertj' 
sluill first have consented to the debt being 
contracted. Yet in the face of this provis- 
ion in the statute, you cliim the power to 
authorize persons who have no status as 
municipal cottnoillors to contract liabilities 
in the name cf the oorpcralion and threaten 
to authorize the sheriff to levy upon the 
the property of the ratepayers if such debts 
are not paid by tlie council. 

With regard to bills contracted for small- 
pox cases, I feel assured that I voice the 
sentiment of a large number of the citizens 
when I say that the city desires to pay every 
one fairly, but they expect the proper muni- 
cipal authorities t^ examineand decide upon 
every account before payment. Another 
thing you seem to be unaware of is that a 
municipal by-law does not become law until 
it is published in the British Oolambia Ga- 
zette. A compliance with your "stand and 
deliver" demand for immediate payment of 
certain accounts would have compelled the 
auditor to ignore that portion of the stat- 
ute. This is somewhat strange in view of 
the very proper suggestion made by 
the commissioners you appointed last 
year (but whom you asked the city to pay), 
viz, : that tlio auditor should have iiuic- 
peiulent dutit'S to perform. This has Ijeeu 
accomplished, not by anything you Iiavo 
done, but by the voluntary act of the pre- 
Edit City Council. If the auditor liad liecii 
awed into coiupliuncu with your demand, I 
am quite sure that 1 should have declined, 
imdcr the circumstances, to countersign the 
checj ue. 

I observe the trouble you have liad in 
framing your now celebrated rules to suit 
yoursoli'.^In your latestproduction itaiiiicais 
to have dawned upon you that the lii al and 
second issue of rules were rather unintelic;i 
bio to the ordinary mind, hence with your 
usual urbanity you have undertaken to de- 
clare their true construction and intent. I 
confess to having read them all, and to be- 
ing still at a loss to understand them. It 
does seem to mo to bo wise on your part, 
uicider the cirdnmstKnoPs, therefnrn.to adopt 
the course 1 imagine you have decided upon, 
viz.: to assume that the Health Act niakos 
the Kxecutive Council into a Lei{isia- 
true, and that the Legislature matces you 
the judge as to the idtent and meaning of 
the cules manufactured by the so-called 
Legislature. It is an amalgamation of 
legislative and judicial functions quite 
unique in the adiidnistrution of constitu- 
tional qovernnient. It does away with the 
<lil!iculty of olituiiiing ;i niiijurily of the 
rcpre.si'ntalivi'.'i in the Legislative Assem- 
bly who Kfu tilings us you ilcsire tlieui to. 

It v.ill hiirpri.se nn; if you v.vcv luive an- 
other opporiuiiit-y to repeat the attempt 
.iftci i'lc Lcgi.ilali'. u Aoscuiuly cuiii ciicu. I 
have said that the Covernor of a crown 
colony was possessed of almost autocratic 
power and that the "Health Ordinance, of 



18G9" was passed during that period in the 
history of British Columbia. I am not an 
admirer of that form of government, but it 
must be remembered that the men placed 
in such a position and clothed with such 
power were usually men of experience, 
judgment, education and tact, and who un- 
derstood exercising power with .discretion.

Siu : — I am this morning in raceipt of 
your lengthy communication qi dAte the 
ICth August, which, I think, calls for no 
further notice, than to draw attention to 
the fact, and to express regret, that it did 
not occur either to yourseU, or to the 
counsel for Dr. Milne, and the City, to urge 
before the Supreme Court upon the recent 
argument, resulting in the displacement of 
Dr. Milne from the position of Health Offi- 
cer in smallpox matters, that the " Health 
Act," under which such displacement pro- 
ceeded, was, as you now contend, 
"shorn, attenuated and obsolete," and 
the rules thereunder consequently 
void. In place of this line of 
argument you permitted it to be assumed 
throughout that the " Health Act " was 
valid and unimpeachable, contenting your- 
self merely with discussing the construction 
which the Act was to receive, when to have 
impeached the validity of the Act would 
liave necessitated a decision on tlie point 
wliich is favorable to you, must and would 
have promptly reinstated Dr. Milne in tlio 
l)oaitiou from wliicli hu had been ousted, 
and have sellled in your favor every point 
for which you were conteuding. 

Unilur tliese circumstances you cannot, I 
think, now that the litigation is over, ex- 
pect any one to attach weight to legal con- 
tentious which you did not, when oppor- 
tunity offered, consider worthy of being 
laid before the Supreme Court.

THE RIQBf DA TMS. 

■ The Times has replied to our demand for 
<late3 in a way thay shows tho untenable- 
loss of tho position it has taken. It assorted 
that between the time that it "prodded" the 
civic authorities and the date of the inter- 
position of the Government the civic auth- 
orities had "talcea hold." These are the 
words it uses in its article of tho ISth: 

"Whether as a result of the Times prod- 
ding or as a result of their own observa 
tioDS, the civic authorities did take hold of 
tho work and were proceeding with it when 
tho Government interfered unwarrantably.'' 
■• Our contemporary did its prodding on 
tho Gth and the 7th of July. On both those 
daya it urged the Government to apply "a 
desperate remedy" to " a desperate 
disease." Now, if the prodding had 
a stimulating efloct on ' the civic 
suthorities, they must have sho«n 
some indications of it on the Sth, for it was 
on the 0th that the Goiremmeat iater- 
posed, "unwarrantably," as the Times now 
asserts. Where is the evidence that tho 
oivio authorities, prodded as they were by the 
Times, made tho slightest stir in the right 
direction on the Sth of last month. 

The Times knows very well, as every 
oitiESD ia Yictoria knoA's, that the civic 
authorities were completely paralysed on 
t lat day. So conspicuous was their imibiliiy 
to meet tho crisis, that tho citizens lost all 
faith in them and were looking about 
them for some way ot fighting the 
smallpox which was gaining ground every 
hoar in the most alarming way, outside the 
iCorporation. Tho civic authorities were, 
"we venture to say, never so low in the 
•estimation of the citi/.eus and of the people 
of the province generally, aa they wore on 
the Sth day of July last, when the Times 
would have us believe that its "prodding" 
kadbeea e£feotive, and.that they had "taken 
hold." 

.. On that day the Tinws, whether exhaust- 
ed by its exertions in prodding the local 
Board of Health or in despair, appears to 
have been as completely paralyzed as the 
civic authorities thomaelves. It had not a 
word to say about the smallpox visitation, 
yob this was tho day in which the civic 
authorities, according to the Times, "took 
hold." 

On tho 9th, tho day in which the Govern- 
ment came to the reaouo of Victoria, l.ho 
Times tlirew off its lethargy. It told its 
readers tliat "our citizens" wore "at last 
aroused," and it gave a full account 
of tho meeting pf medical meu held 
* in the office of the Hon. Theodore Davie. It 
••■'did nob then say that tho interference of the 
Premier wai " uii warrantable." It did not 
i-as much as hint tliat the civic authorities 
'• had " taken hold " and that the inturpoai- 
tion of tho Government was unueeesaary. 
It did nob dream of doing anything so un- 
utterably foolish. 

On tho 11th, which was tho day in which 
the Health Kegulations were issued rnd the 
Government interfered a good deal more 
than it had on the Saturday previous, our 
contemporary did not eutar its proteat 
against the Premier's " unwurrantable in- 
terference." So far from taking this ridi- 
culous course, it wisely approved of what 
had been done, and called loudly and em- 
phatically for a sanitary dictator. This is 
what it Sikid : 

"TllK rllESKNT IS A TIME WHEN A WISE 

AUTOCRAT, WHO fbaked no man, oabed 

IfOE NO BXrENSE, AND LOOKED Ul'ON EVEltV 
OB3TACLK AS A STRAW IN HIS TATII, WOULD 
BB or INOALOULAllI.H VALUE TO THK C'lTV." 

Wo have givou this passage, aa it well 
deserves, a good deal moro prominence 
than was allowed it by tho modest editor in 
tho article from which it was taken. It is 
0, sentence that deserves to be written in 
letters of gold, as it doacriboa most aptly 
the kind of man that was required to deal 
with the smallpox visitation and tho nature 
of tho policy he ought to pursue. 

In thn Times of the llth is also an article 
on the health regulations issued by thoGov- 
ernraont, in which thoy are characterized as 



" wise regulations," and their rigid enforce- 
ment strongly recommended. ^""61 these 
regulations not only interfere- with /the 
authority of the Corporation 'but, in Some 
cases, completely sup^rood it. Yet tho 
Times did not proteat against tho inter- 
ference or characterize it as unwarrantable. 
Then waa the time for our contemporary to 
have put in its protest and to uphold tho 
jurisdiction of the oiwe aathorities.-foc all 
that was subsequently done, as the News- 
Advertiser honnatly admits, waa quite 
within tho scope of the Health Act and the 
Health Regulations issued under tho author- 
ity of that act. 

It will not do for tho Times to shift its 
ground aod to say that it was on the 19th 
of July that the Government was guilty of 
its first unwarrantable interference, when 
Dr. Milne was removed fiom olEca. Dr. 
Milne's removal was only one of the conao- 
(lueiioes of tho interference of the Govern- 
nicut on the 0th and llth of July. Besides 
it.oannot be said that the' oiviq authorities 
had "taken hold" after the appointment by 
the Government of tho Provincial Health 
Officer. Everything after that was 
done under his direction. Dr. Davie 
was the benign autocrat that tho 
Times demanded in tho hour of stress and 
danger, and well has he performed the 
duties, and exercised the authority of the 
Times own autocrat. We cannot allow our 
contemporary to chop and change iu any 
way that suits its convenience. It aaid that 
tho civic autlioritiea had taken hold when 
the Government interfered unwarrantably. 
Now, the date of the Government's inter- 
ference, is tho 9th day of July, 1892. And 
wo havo plainly shown that our contempor- 
ary itself regarded that interference at the 
time it was made, as tho reverse of unwar- 
rantable. 



THE aLADSTOXE MINISTRY. 

It ia to bo remarked that Mr. Gladstone 
could not find a place in his ministry for 
either a Radical or an Irish Home Ruler. 
It was fully expected by many that Mr. 
L ibouchero would be olTeied a seat in tho 
next Gladstouian Cabinet, llo occupies an 
influential position in Mr. Gladatoue's 
party, and lie has done aa much 
us any one member of it now liv- 
ing, to bring about its success. But 
Mr. Laboucherehas made himself too obnox- 
ious to Royalty to bo accepted by the 
Queen aa one of her advisors. The only 
Home llulcr who has made u position for 
himself in the world is Mr. Justin Mc- 
Carthy, but it ia evident that he ia cou- 
sidcred by Uritiah politicians as ineligible 
for a seat in the Government, for in all the 
surmises that were made concerning the 
personnel of Mr. (Ihidstoco's Ministry — and 
their name is legion— the name of Mr. Mc- 
Carthy has not been once mentioned. 

The best that can be aaid of the new 
ministry ia that it is respectable. The only 
men in it, besides Mr. Gladstone himself, 
who are looked upon as possessini; ex- 
ceptional ability, are Mr. John Morley, Sir 
William Harcourt and Lord Rosebtry. As 
S^iorotary of Foreign AfTaira — at this 
juncture a moat iinportanc poaition — his 
appointment will receive the approbation of 
men of all parties. It is, indeed, believed 
that he is the only man of tho Gladstonion 
party who ia fit to fill tho position. Some 
of the untried men may, if time is afforded 
them, show that thoy possess the qualili- 
cationa that statcanieu to be successful must 
posaeaa, but it ia quito'^a likely that they 
may ^rove dismal failures. 

It is evident that Mr. Gladstone, un- 
aided, will not bo ahle to per- 
form tho duties of loader of the 
House of Commons. Some one must 
bo chasen to perform tho duties of loader in 
Mr. Gladatono'a absence from tho House. 
The probability is that the m&n who will 
occupy the position of tho Premier's first 
lieutenant will be Sir William 'Vernon Har- 
court. Ho is an able man certainly, but it 
ia questionable whether he is by disposition 
or temper calculated to make a successful 
leader of the House of Commons. 

The new Government has a hard time be- 
fore it, both at home and abroad. 'I'ho 
Opposition is truly formidable, both as to 
nnmbers and talent. Its being so well and 
so onthusiaatically supported in the country 
will givo it a moral strength that an oppo- 
sition to the Government of Great Uritain 
Bo'.dom ])n33cs3ns. Aa wo havo previously 
ahjvvn, the Unionist Opposition has a ma- 
jority of 71 members of Parliament in Eng- 
land, and a majority for the whole Island of 
Great Britain of 15.' This is an uncom- 
monly strong position for an Opposition to 
ocjupy. When tho votes polled for the 
present (Jovurnment and tlie present Oppo- 
sition are compared tho position of the 
Unionist Opposition party appears still 
stronger. 

Tho votes polled for the Gladstonian 
party in tho United Ivingdom amounted to 
"2,1 IT.S.'iG. Tho total Unionist vote waa 
'-2, 271, S 12, which leaves a majority for the 
Clodatonian party of only 203,014, which, 
according to the average number of votes 
polled for each member, wotdd give tho 
Separatists a majority of less than .'iO. The 
Conservatives know that a very slight 
change of opinion in Groat Britain will 
cause Mr. Gladstone's majority to molt 



away like snow .exposed to the sun of niid- 
Bummer. This conviction will give thera 
courage, not only to maintain the ground 
they occupy, but to m ike every exertion to 
regain that which thoy havo lost. That 
they will succeed before long in turning tho 
tables on Mr. Gladatono or his suoceasor, if 
ho is taken away while in oflico, those. who 
oro best able to form an opinion,are well con- 
vinced, Sc the Unitalsbiarty take posses- 
sion of the bpposftion benches with high 
hopes and show an undaunted front. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

TiiK meeting to bo held to night cannot 
complain of tho bill of fare that ia set be- 
fore it. Almost any ono of tho subjects 
would require a whole evening for its dia- 
cuasion alone. How are the'rotepayera to 
get a good idea of any one of the subjects 
upon which they aro required to veto if an 
attempt be made to discuss all tho by-laws 
on which they are called upou to vote. If 
thn attempt be mudo tho speeches must 
necessarily bo rambling aud tho result most 
unsutisiactory to all concerned. If the dis- 
cussion is to be an intnlligont one, and any- 
thing like thorough, it will be best for the 
meeting to confine itself to the consideration 
of ono of tho by-laws, or, at most, two of 
them. 



It is pleasant to see Mayor Beaven and 
tho Provincial Health OfiBoer working to 
gether, as they do in tho telegrjim to tho 
Mayor of Seattle, for the good of tho city 
and for the credit of the Province. If the 
civic autlioritiea hud all along worked har- 
monioualy and heartily with tho Provincial 
Health Officer and his subordiaates, both 
they ond the citizens would have been spared 
much unnecessary unpleasantness aud ".u- 
noyance. 

Tho statements made within that tele- 
gram are much within the truth. Tho 
gentlemen could have informed the Mayor 
of Seattle that the smallpox has nob spread 
on tho island of Vancouver beyond the lim- 
its of the city of Victoria. An observance 
of tho ordinary health regulations has been 
suliicient to keep the smallpox from spread- 
ing not only to Nanainio, buS to tho inter- 
vening scttlemcntsand villages. There ia not 
to-day on the island of Vancouver a single 
case of smallpox outside tho boundaries of 
the quarantine station, and the patients in 
there are nearly all convalescent. 

Tin: Mayor has, we ace, issued another 
political manifesto on health matters. He 
professes to have found out, at this late 
day, that the law under which the small- 
pox has been stamped out in this city, ia 
"shorn, atlenuattd and olfsolete." We 
are not a lawyer as Mr. Heaven is, but we 
must say that lor an attenuated law, the 
Health Act has shown itself to bo very 
vigorous, and if it is obsolete, the experi- 
ence of both Victoria and Vancouver Jiaa 
proven that it ia exactly suited to the cir- 
cumstances of the present time. When it 
saves municipalities, great and small, from 
the blundering and the incapacity of popu- 
larity-hunting civic authoritipH, it doca the 
whole community a service of iaoalculable 
value. It would bo a bad thing for British 
Columbia if the judges should declare tho 
Health Act obsolete. In that case, tho 
Jj-^gislature would be compelled, in the 
public interest, to enact a new one, even 
moro stringent in its provisions, without 
loss of time.

Doyle, au 
infirm old man, 03 ye»rs of age, arrived in 
thi? city about five vreeica ago, from the 
Sisters' Hospital in Buffalo. His mission 
was to find O'Donovaa Rossa, to donate $50 
towards tho burning up of England.

Seattle, Aug. 17 — At a meeting of tho 
trustees of the Chamber of Commerce, yes- 
terday, a letter was received from H. \V. 

linker & Co., declaring that with a subsidy 
of §1,000 u mouth for six months a steam- 
ship line between Puget Sound and Hono- 
lulu would be established. Tho vessels 
would bring to this city fruit and other 
Hawaiian products, and would receive in 
turn Hour and coal. Going from hero she 
would touch at Portland, where she wauld 
finish discharging and receiving cargo, and 
thence back to Hawaii. 

I.umUer Fool. 
Iacoma, Aug. 16.— An e&ort is being 
made by San Francisco firms to pool the 

water output of all coast sawmills, amount- 
ing to $1,0(JU, 000 per mouth. In the next 
issue of the Paget rfouiid Jjumbermau tho 
subject will be treated, allowing that from 
S40,000 to §100,000 per year will be used in 
subsidizing the smaller mills which will not 
be in the combine. If completed us con. 
teniplated it will bo the moat gigantic lum- 
ber trust over organized. Tho greatest fear 
of the association seems to be the efforts of 
several Eastern tradesmen te break up the 
trust and thereby reap a harvest in com- 
missiuns. However, there is not tho least 
show of weakness by tho Washington and 
Oregon concern. On the other hand it is 
increasb^ ia strength and now lias upwards 
of fifty mills in the combine,

Seattle, Aug. 17.— John P. Talt, at the 
age of 74 years, has bronght suit for divorce 
from Maria Fait, whom he married in Yar- 
mouth, Nova Scotia, in IS 10. Ia his com- 
plaint he alleges that she deserted him in 
1877, and has since refused to live with 
him. By saving up his small earnings he 
has managed to buy o little property in this 
city, and tho suit is really brought to pro- 
tects hia riglits in this. He asks the court 
for a decree of divorce and to have the pro- 
perty set aside as his own. 

Tennessee .Miners SIIIl Dlennclntr. 

Nashville, Aug. IG. — The attack of the 
mob of miners on tho stockades at (Jliver 
Springs occurred at 8 o'clock this morning. 
Two. guards were fatally injured and eiglit 
persons were shot. The miners were finally 
repulsed. A mass meetiog was held on the 
railroad track rear Knoxville, at which it 
was decided to attack Coal Creek to-night. 
All tho telegraph wires between Knoxville 
and Coal Creek have been cut. The soldiers 
at the latter place are building a large fort 
and aro preparing for war. Tlio (governor 
baa ordered all the military companies in 
tho city to ba ready to inarch at a moment's 
notice, and they are resting on their arms in 
the armories, Tiiey will probably be called 
out. 

Pree or Convict lAbor? 

CilATTAKOOGA, Tonu., Aug. IG.— The 
minors attacked tho stockade at Oliver 
Springs this morning. They marched to 
the. stockade at 10 o'clock and ordered the 
convicts turned over to them. They were 
refu.ied and a sharp encounter followed. The 
guorda showed pluck and easily repulsed 
the miners, wlio fell back suddenly to pre- 
pare for a second attack. In the meanwhilo 
tho governor was notilicd and he ordered the 
troops of Third Infantry, under Col. Wool- 
ford to ho collected for action. The regi- 
ment left hero tliia afternoon for Olirer 
Springs. Tho people in tlie neigliborliood 
ara all in sympathy with tlio miiiera and it 
is believed will give tho troopa trouble. It 
is said that Governor Buchanan will go to 
Coal Creek to-night and will then declare 
tho lease system void on the ground that it 
is illegal. 

AKalnHt IliililcniUs. 

■WASHiNfiTO', Aug. It). — Surgcon-Uen- 
eral Wymau of tlio Marine hospital hero 
seated to a United Press reporter last night 
that the reported arrival of an infected, 
yoilow fever vessel off the coast of 
Tampa, Fla., was correct, bat that every 
precaution had been taken to prevent 
communication with the shore, and no 
<langer of an epidemic was anticipated 
from this source. In regard to two other 
<lrcudcd plagues, aniallpci. and cholera. 
Dr. Wyman said that there had been 
a sort of jjaii ■epidemic ct miiallpox 
throughout tho United States, slightly 
more than usual,; brought oyer, he believed, 



in immigranta' baggage. There was small- 
pox in New York and on tho south- 
ern border of Canada, but not enough 
to cause apprehension of a general 
epidemic. There had been one true epi- 
demic of smallpox at a place called Har- 
rinjck, Ga,, wh«ro there was about 100 
cases. In that inatance the health authori- 
ties had been compelled to burn numbers of 
cabins in which tho patients wore living, 
and remove them to barracks and hos- 
pitals built for that purpoue. In this way 
they wiped out tho epidemic in short 
order. In regard to tho possible importa- 
tion of Asiatic cholera into tho United 
States, Dr. Wyman said that the utmoat 
vigilance was being exorcised. Congress 
in the Sundry Civil Bill has appropri- 
ated $100,000 for tho express purpose of 
meeting th's danger, and the Marino 
hospital service had an unoxponded balance 
of J97,000, which also was applicable in 
case of necessity. The bureau was in first- 
class working order and in readiness for any 
epidemic that might appear at the shortest 
notice. 



INCEEASIHG IN INFLUENCE. 

Organized Labor Gaining Strength— Their Ac- 
tlou Against a Shoo Ifanufnctnrer. 

New YoRic, Aug. 16.— The growing in- 
fluence of organized labor is well illustrated 
in the widespread response to a circular re- 
cently issued by the Knights of Labor, and 

in which that organization v/arna its mem- 
bera and friends against a certain shoe 
manufacturer in Lynn, Mass., and request- 
ing tliein to withhold their ]);itranago from 
customers of thu manufacturer in ([Uostion, 
ou account of his antagonism to organized 
labor, and his refusal to pay thu union 
Bcale of wages. Withiu a week from tho 
publication of tho notice nearly a hundred 
letters had been received by the secretary 
of tlie Knights of Labor from f hoe dealers 
throughout the country, stating that they 
were not aware of tiie trouble with tho shoe 
miinufacturer in question, and that they 
would refuse to purchase any more of his 
goods until tho difboulty with his em- 
ployees had been satisfactorily adjusted. 
As is customary in such cases, u full list of 
those dealers will be published in the offi- 
cial organ of the Koights, and the members 
of the organizatiou requested to patronize 
them. This action has caused such a full- 
ing off iu tho sales of the boycotted manu- 
facturer that he is now doing business under 
another name, but this ruse was soon dis- 
covered by the Knights, and the facts will 
be widely advertised by them. 

The Union Printer this week takes up 
the declaraiion of editor Henry ^VattersoM 
of the Jjouiaville Courier-Journal : "I goff 
titevensoii for Vice-President and arranged 
a ringing declaration iu fai'or of tariff for 
revenue only," and iu commenting on it 
says : " The editor of the principal rat sheet 
of the south and west claims the credit for 
Mr. Stevenson's nomination. The influence 
of ita editor in the councils of his party ia 
second to the inlluenco of uo other man, 
possibly excepting that of G rover Cleve- 
land, so we have ratism high up in tho 
councils and influence of tho Democratic 
party. 

THE SAILWAy STRIKE. 

It Is Extending Qreatly and the Outbreak is 
Most Threatening. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 17. — This morning 

the danger can hardly be over-estimated. 
There are 1000 men on strike, ivith a proba- 
bility of .'100 or 100 more being added in tho 
next 24 hours. Tho strike iu tho Central 
it West Shore shortly after midnight caused 
much approhonaion. The aim now seems 
to be a general tie-up, which the strikers 
predict may extend from the Atlantic to 
tho PaciHc, unless their demands are ac- 
ceded to. Only two arrests were made of 
strikers for rioting, and in ono instance "_'.") 
police si^Jceedod in dispersing a body of 
2000 destructiotli^tB, but as the strikers 
grow in number more outbreaks aro feared. 
The strike on the Central was ordered by 
tho strikers. A switchmen's union griev- 
ance committee of tho New York ' Cen- 
tral Wrtited on General Superinten- 
dent Voorlices yesterday afternoon for 
a final answer to their doinailds, which 
ho declined to grant them. Last even- 
ing, tho committre met at Kaiser's hull 
and decided to strike. An enormous trallio 
will be laid out by this .strike, which will 
uo doubt involve the Lake Shore road and 
perhaps all lines in ISulfalo. The Delewurc, 
Lackawanna and Western switchmen are 
plainly in sympathy with their striking 
brethren of the Lehigh Valley and ICrie, 
and they will not probably remain long at 
work handling freight for other lines. The 
strike is extending and may be far-reuching 
in its consequences and disastrous to the 
business community. Thu Rochester and 
Pittsburgh switchmen struck at noon. It 
ia reported by trainmen that all tied-up 
roada will go out within 24 hours. Tho 
slieriir has called on the Governor for the 
entire state militia.

SakDif.co, Cal., Aug. 17.— The streets 
are thronged with star-gazers tliia morning. 
Some ono discovered a star in the heavens 
and within u half hour hundreds of eyea 
were turned towards the sky. Tho star is 
of unusual brightness and appears in the 
southeast. The weather ia very warm and 
the atmosphere clear. Tho moon is also 
visible, and it and the star are very 
bright. There is no unusual excitement 
but a groat deal of wonder and almost 
everybody in town is gazing heavenward. 

Sak Pilascisco, Aug. 17. — In response to 
an enquiry from the United Press, Director 
Holden telephones from tho Lick Obser- 
vatory, that the star seen at San Diego ia 
the planet Venua. He compliments the 
San l)ieg-.ina on their clear sky rendering it 
possible to discern tho planet plainly with 
tho naked eye.

to issue certain Rules and Regulations which 
are styled respectively tho "Provincial Health 
Itules, 1892," and tho "Supplementary Provin. 
oial Health Regulations, 1892." 

And whereas thoro may bo doubts as to tho 
true construotlon and;intont of tho said Rules 
and Regulations as to tho matters hereinafter 
referred to, and it is expedient to declare tlio 
true construction and intoBt of tho said lUilea 
and Regulations as to tho said niattora : 

And whereas expense has been and will bo 
incurred by virtue of tho appointment of a 
Municipal Health Ollloor for tho City ot Vic- 
toria under tho said Regulations, which ex. 
ponso should bo mot and defrayed by tho Cor- 
poration ot tho said City : 

And whereas it was and will bo necosaary to 
provide proper hospital accommodations for 
persons found witmn tho City of Victoria 
afllioted with smallpox, taoludlng the services 
of physioians, nurses, attendants and sorvants, 
and including food, bedding, dotUng, medi- 
cines and other necessaries, as well as to pro- 
vide proper places and tenia for tho reception 
and isolation ot persons exposed to contagion, 
and generally to employ physicians, ofllcera, 
men and aervants, and to iirovido food, cloth- 
ing, bcddiiif , iiuidieincs and other iitcos.aariea 
to Hocuro the due enforcement and carrying 
out of tlie said Kiile.-) and Kegulations, as well 
as tho provisions of tho Con.solidated Health 
By-Law, ISiilj, of tho aaid Corporation, relating 
to contagious and infectious diseases : 

And whereas tho said Corporation ought to 
meet and defray all tho expenses hereinbefore 
mentioned : 

And whereas tho Municipal authorities of 
tho said City aro apparently unable or unwil- 
ling to make provision for and defray the said 
expenses, and it Is expedient for tho Province 
to make such provision for the time being : 

Thcreforo His Honour tho Lieutenant- 
Governor has, by and with tho advlco of Hia 
I'^xecutive Council, been pleased to order and 
declare, ai;il it Is hereby ordered and declared, 
as tollowa: 

1. It.aliali and may bo lawful for tho 
IMiniater ot Finaiicu of tho Province of 
British Columbia from time to time to advance 
in th.' first inatance, out of the Consolidated 
Revenue of the I'lovince, tho sums requisite to 
meet and defray all salaries, wages, costs or 
expenses wliatsaever incurred, or to bo in- 
curred, in connection with 'the treatment and 
suppression of smallpox within the said City of 
Victoria, under tho sold Rules and Regula- 
tions, and undor tho Consolidated Health By- 
Law, ISJV), upon Warrants from time to time 
duly cer.ificd by tho Provincial Health Olllcer, 
or by the .Municipal Health Olllcer for tho said 
City, appointed undor tho said Regulations 
and approved by His Honour the Lieutenant. 
Governor. 

2. The said sums shall bo a debt duo from the 
said City of Victoria to Her Majesty, and shall 
form a charge until fully paid and satlsQcd up- 
on all the revenues of the said City from what, 
over source arising, 

3. On tho third Monday In each month, com- 
mencing vfith tho month of August, 1892, or on 
such other days as shall from time to time bo 
designated by tho Lieutonant-Govornor-in- 
Council, a statement showing tho amount so 
paid out of the consolidated rovenuo, up to 
and iiiciuaivo of the dato of such statement, 
shall be made up and signed in dupliatto by tho 
Provincial Auditor, and shall bo countersigned 
by Uie Jlinlster of Finance; one ot such state- 
ments shall bo mailed at Victoria in a prepaid 
rcgisl-orcd Icttcraddresscd to tho Mayor of said 
city. 

■i. If, within fourlcon days from the day ot 
tho mailing ot such letter, tho said City shall 
not pay into the Provincial Treiianry at Vic- 
toria tho full amount shown by such statement 
to have been paid, the other of such statements 
shall be delivered to tho Sheriff for the County 
of Victoria. 

5. The said Sheriff shall then proceed to levy 
execution against tho said City for the said 
amount, in the same manner as if tho state- 
ment li!ul been a writ of (lerl facias upon a 
judgment of llio Supremo Court obtained 
against tho said City, and in the event of hia 
being tiniible to mako tlie aaid amount, he 
shall have full power and authority, in liis own 
name, to sue tor, receive and recover any mon- 
oys duo to tho said City, including taxes on 
real property and lioenso foes, and pay. 
mcnt to tho Sheriff thereof shall be a good an- 
swer in respect of any such moneys, taxes, or 
liconso foes, to any action or process brought 
or taken for the recovery thereof by or on be- 
Imlf of the said City against the persons paying 
tho same and such Sheriff shall bo, for tho 
purposes ot these Rules, and for the collection 
ot moneys due thoreundor, a Receiver of all 
tho revenues ot tho said City, from whatever 
source arising, and ho aliall alao have tho pow- 
ers and authority conferred by sect ions lijj to 
^10, both inclualve, of tho " Municipal Act, 
1S92 ;" and the SlieriU'ahall hold tlie moneys to 
bo recovered or received by him upon trust, 
in the llrst place, to pay or retain tho costs ot 
levying, recovering, and, collecting tho same ; 
next in payment in to tho Provincial Treasury 
of tho amount so paid out ot Uie consolidated 
rovonue. and the remainder (if any) shall bo 
paid to tho said City. 

G. Whore thoro is any ambiguity or uncer- 
tainty in any of Uio said Rules or Regulations 
as to any oH'oneo defined, or purporting 
to bo dellned, or as to any penalty 
or punishment imposed, or purporting to bo 
imposed, itphall bo and bo doomed to have 
been lawful for tlie Court making a convict ion 
to convict and adjudicate undor aection of 
tho said Hulcs. 

7. No conviction, order, or other proceeding, 
matter or lliing made, <lone, or transacted in 
or relating to the execution ot tho said Rules 
and Ilcgulations, or of these Ilules, shall bo 
vacated, quashed, or sot asido tor want of 
form, or be removed or removable by certiorari 
or other writ or process whatsoovor into tho 
Supreme Court, and no appeal shall lie in any 
case from any conviction to any Court by any 
process whatsoever unless the consent in writ- 
ing ot tho Attorney-Qonoral thereto shall have 
been drat had and obtained.

A Saloon DiiriciiUy A^ hich May End in 
Deatli— Flyiui's Story of 
the Case. 



WILL MAI^E AN ATTEMPT. 



Work on the San Pedro May Be Re- 
sained by tho Mcrritt 
Company.- ' 



CaptalH Lachlan aui Hie Diyers to 
Make a Survey as Soou 
as Possible. 



Charles Teporten, who has for some time 
past been an inmate of tho Ross Bay sus- 
pect station, was discharged therefrom, 
yesterday, only to be made a prisoner of the 
law, the charge bein^ aggravated assault, 
which may bo amended to that of man- 
slaughter. 

Tho alleged ofl'enoo is said to have been 
committed on tho 27th of lapt month, 
Stephen Austin Flynn, a " oaltus " char- 
acter about town being the victim. 

On tho .30th of July, Flynn was admitted 
to the Jubilee Hospital on an order signed 
by Ur. Uavie, and growing worse so ([idckly 
that his recovery was deemed extremely 
doubtful, the police magialrate was sent 
for to take his ante viorltm statement on 
August S. 

Mai Flynn did not at that time think 
that he was in danger of death, and so the 
" dying declaration " could not bo taken. 
Ho waa ijuito willing to tell hia story, how- 
ever, and it was accordingly toUl in the 
presence of Polico Mii.^iatrato Macrae, Mr. 
Thomaa Sliolbolt, J. P., Sergeant Levin, 
Miaa Mowat (tho matron), aud a Coi^ON'lST 
reporter, the latter reducing it to writing, 
and Flynn signing tho stalomeut. 

Tho account of tho assault given by Flynn 
was that he went into the Louvro saloon on 
Johnson street , haviug no place in which 
to spend the evening, and met at tho bar 
another young man with whom ho hud been 
frequently in company during a week or no 
previous. They were joking, and his friend 

called him "a d d liar," whereupon 

Flynn reached forward and just "lipped" 
him on the nose — all iu fun. Tlie friend 
said nothing, and did nothing, but the bar- 
tender shortly afterward came around from 
behind the counter, and, without saying 
anything, seized him (Flynu) by the throat, 
aud, strangling him, threw him to tho 
tloor. He then proceeded to kick and other- 
wise maltreat the prostrate man until the 
hitter's friend interfered. Flynn got up and 
made hia way out of the bouse, 
going over to the Indian reservation with 
the intention of staying there until hia 
throat felt better and Itia black eye disap 
peared. Two or three days he spout in the 
open air on the reserve, and Iben, feeling 
worse instead of better, he visited Dr. 
Davie, and was by him ordered out to the 
hospital. 

The probability is Ihit ]''lynu will die, 
having been all but strangled, and hence 
the gravity of the charge hanging over 
Tcporten'a head. The injured man did not 
identify tho prisoner us hia assailant, yester- 
day, when Teporten was taken out to tho 
lloapital, but stuck to the Story previously 
to'.d, iu all its details. 



The Ltbrnry Ity-Lnw. 

Tlic Library Hy-law, on which tho rato- 
payera of the city are oalled ii[ion to pass 
sentence, on Monday next, bulunga to an 
entirely dilferent category to meaaures to be 
voted on in conjunction with it. Tho pro- 
position contained in it is simply this : to 
allow a euni not exceeding 5,'!,()l)(l to lie 
spent annually upon the library out ot Uie 
general revenue instead of tho sum of §1 ,L!()(), 
which was authorized for tlial purpose some 
years u[;o when the library waa established. 
A clause in Iho Municipal Act renders it 
ncccsaary to take tliia unusual course to in- 
crease the allowance, which at present ia 
about .?l,000 short of what is required.

A public meeting has been called for this 
evening, at H o'clock, in tho City Hall. The 
object ia to] enable those interealed to dia- 
cusH the proposed loan hy-law, and also to 
enable anyone not understanding the vari- 
ous provisions proposed, to receive from tho 
mayor and members of,,the council such ex- 
planations us they may require.

The re- 
sult was satisfactory ao far as tho work done 
is concerned, for everything on tho San 
Pedro has been left in position, and 
Captain Whitelaw will turn over to tho 
Mcrritt Company all that he had done up 
to (late. All the cribbing is juat us gootl aa 
ever it was, a number of iiontoona are in 
position and the others can soon bo got 
ready for use, the steam puinpa need only 
to have tho steam turned on and iu short all 
that haa bseii done aiuco last December will 
be turned over, so that the New York com- 
pany will have a good start. 

Tho proposition made when the last 
attempt to raise the ateanier had failed, waa 
that unother false deck shoulil bo put in a 
few feet lower than the preaeut one and 
this pumped out would give considerable 
additional buoyancy. If tho New York 
people see the matter in the same light us 
Captain Whitelaw does, then they will go 
to work in thio way, and as soon aa the 
other deck ia completed the San Pedro will 
coino up ! 

Captain Whitelaw will ho glad to see tho 
steamer raised, and while, of course, his 
connection with tho work is severed, he 
will assist in any way possible, tho efforts 
of tho Merritt Compuny. The survey will 
be made at once and in/a few days it will bo 
known whether the ''ship will once more 
lloat agajn or will bo a1)andoned entirely.
